A olo, one of the most fertile :m<l pros­ 
perous counties in the State, is situated in 
th e central portion of th e great valley of 
th e Sacram ento. 
It contains 1,017 square 
m iles, or 651,000 acres of land. 
Its west­ 
ern border extends into th e Coast Range 
m ountains, w hile th e Sacram ento river, 
for a distance of over sixty miles, divides 
it from the counties lying to th e eastward, 
affording most excellent facilities for the 
transportation of her grain and other pro­ 
ducts. 
T he county is bounded on the 
north by Colusa, east by S utter and Sacra­ 
m ento, south by Solano, and west hv So­ 
lano, N apa and Lake. 
T he area of this 
county is almost th e same - as th a t of the 
State of Rhode Island, and, w ith the ex­ 
ception of a very sm all acreage unre­ 
claimed along th e Sacram ento river, its 
entire area i- susceptible of the highest 
stage of cultivation. 
T he lirst settlem ent in Yolo county was 
m ade by \1 illiam Gordon, who came up 
from 
Isis Angeles and located on Cache 
creek.

A SEMI-TROPICAL CLIMATE, 
And linger around orange groves and 
vineyards, have sought and found th eir 
future homes in th e southern counties. 
W onderful stories told of th e sanitary 
properties of the clim ate of Southern 
C alifornia have induced m any lo settle 
perm anently in the mild, dry and genial 
clim ate of I .os Angeles, San R ernardino or 
San Diego. 
W hile we rejoice in the pros­ 
perity of the south, th e central and n orth­ 
ern portionsof ( California pi issess ad vantages 
and inducem ents to the industrious im m i­ 
grant in no wise inferior to those w hich 
th e southern sections pr<>sent. 
In the 
m inds ot many th e term northern, as ap­ 
plied to C alifornia, is associated with the 
idea of frost and snow, of bleak winds and 
ice-fettered stream s, in short w ith all th at 
goes to make up the general discomforts of 
a New England w inter clim ate. 
N othing 
can be farther from th e tru th . 
Except in 
th e extrem e northern counties, located in 
the high Sierra, 


SNOW I- SELDOM SEEN, 
And lies upon the ground but a few days 
at a tim e, when it melts and disappears, 
m oistening th e earth and rendering irri­ 
gation unnecessary. 
The annual rainfall 
in the northern and central counties is 
much greater than in the southern portions 
of the State, and the atm osphere Is more 
hum id : especially is this th e case in the 
coast counties, where th e ocean fogs de­ 
posit th eir vivifying m oisture and keep the 
face of nature ever fresh and green. 
The 
northern and central counties are fast be­ 
coming the great wine and fruit centers of 
the S tate; th eir clim ate is, in every re­ 
spect, as m ild and equable as th at oi' the 
southern counties. 
“T he southern counties possess th eir pe­ 
culiar advantages, but they are equaled by 
corresponding and equivalent advantages 
on th e part of the northern and central 
sections. 
A t present th e south is the great 
center of the citrus fruit product, but it 
lias been clearly and indisputably shown 
that, even as far north as Shasta, oranges, 
lemons and limes

And o th er sem i-tropical fruits, can be 
grown ol equally good quality and in the 
greatest abundance. 
In 
B utte, Placer, 
1 cham a, El Dorado, N evada and Santa 
C lara counties large areas of land have re­ 
cently been planted w ith orange and lemon 
trees, and it i- only a question of tim e 
when these counties will compete with 
I.os A ngdes and San B ernardino for the 
citrus-fruit trade of th e Pacific coast. The 
late citrus fairs at Sacram ento and San 
Jose have opened the eyes of the people ; 
they have seen th eir om itted opportunities 
am i they will no longer be neglected. F or 
the production of apples, pears, peaches, 
nectarines, apricots, prunes and grapes, no 
country on earth can equal the great Sac­ 
ram ento and San Joaquin valleys and the 
foothills of the Sierra.

cally inexhaustible. 
T he hill lands of 
Yolo will eventually become a factor of 
w ealth little thought of at present.

population becomes more numerous, the 
hills will Ik* utilized for homes, when it 
will be discovered that, like th e foot­ 
h ills of Souoma and Napa, they 
are 
valuable, inasm uch as they 
will 
pro­ 
duce some of the best qualities of grapes.

Sw itzerland and observed the cultivation 
of th e m ountains, can only express surprise 
th at the same is not more general in C ali­ 
fornia. 
T he excuse, however, is in the 
fact th at in the past there hits lieen suffi­ 
cient level land to supply the wants of the 
people. 
In Yolo county the hills are of 
th e same deep soil as we find in the valley.

Sacram ento it was formed at the bottom of 
an immense lake, w hich 
received the 
washings 
and 
w eatherings 
from 
the 
lofty ranges 
that surrounded it. 
For 
untold ages th e potash from the decompos­ 
ing granite formations, the magnesia and 
lim e from the w eatherings of the m ag­ 
nesia lim e strata, and th e soda from the 
decomposed vegetation was carried, year 
after year, and dejiosited at the bottom of 
this inland sea, where it was stored up 
in inexhaustible quantities for the uses 
of the tillers of the land in later times. 
T his accounts fo rth e uncomparable fertility 
of the valley. 
Jud g in g by the analysis of 
th e chem ist, and the experience of the 
farm er, there is 110 richer soil on th e earth

for a great num ber of years w ithout re ­

Some tim e ago a newspaper m an wrote 
th e following describing the qualitv- of 
land requisite to m ake sm all holdings re 
num erativo, and draw ing 
attention to 
Yolo county as one of tin* most favored lo­ 
calities for small farm ing, said: T he area 
I of land best adapted to fruit culture and 
vineyard purposes in Yolo eountj i- about 
seven m iles in breadth and from th irty to 
thirty-six m iles in length—th e countv 
seat, W oodland, being near th e center 
of th i- belt, w hich is renowned through­ 
out 
the State 
for 
its 
great fertility. 
It is a well-known fact th a t most fruits, 
especially vines,.do better on soil of vol­ 
canic origin than on any other, as w itncs 
th a t w onderfully productive belt of land 
which runs through K. J . Baldw in's Santa 
A nta ranch, the num erous products of 
w hich have been m ade fam iliar to tin 
public bv th at gentlem en's exhibits at 
various State expositions. 
T he soil now 
being described is of sim ilar origin, being 
the sedim entan deposits of Cache creek, 
w hich flow-: directly from C lear Lake 
through Yolo county.

But in 110 place so m uch so as in th e im­ 
m ediate vicinity of Clear Lake, where 
several old craters m ay be found ; and the 
rocks are highly m etanm rphir, basalt, lava, 
obsiilan, etc., abounding'. 
T he wear and 
tear of ages, th e decay caused by atmos­ 
pheric influences and by th e action of wa­ 
ter, have so pulverized these rocks th at 
the debris, well im pregnated w ith vegeta­ 
ble m atter, have been carried by Cache 
creek to th e plain below. 
H ere, on the 
land described, this sedim entary deposit 
lias become, in the course of centuries, a 
very rich loam, varying from ten to tw enty 
feet ¡11 depth, w ith a power o f production 
w hich has, in spite of th e great results a t­ 
tained, h ard ly been tested. 
N or is this 
all, for th e substyatuin of clay upon which 
this loam has formed prevents m oisture 
from evaporating too quickly. 
In this 
d a y run m any veins of gravel, through 
which an inexhaustible supply of water 
percolates from C lear L ake and other 
springs in the higher ground. 
H ad ( ache 
creek always pursued the same course 


THIS RICH BELT 
W ould of course have been of much 
sm aller extent, but it lias from tim e to 
lim e changed iis lied and thus m ultiplied 
its influence. 
T his is easily seen by th e 
dried-up w ater courses w hich seam tlie ex­ 
panse o f loam w ith ridges of gravel. 
It i> 
1 «tw een these seams th a t perhaps the best 
fruit land in th e world exists, varying in 
staple according to its distance from the 
ridge, the soil farthest aw ay being th e 
heaviest. 
It has been proved by experi­ 
m ent that th e light foam nearest the 
gravel is liest suited to th e grow th of 
peaches, apricots, plums, prunes, figs and 
vines, in the order given. 
T h at is to sav, 
in planting an orchard, th is wonld be the 
liest plan t.i fellow— the stone fruit on tlie 
lighter and 
the vines on the 
heavier 
ground. 
H aving thus seen the origin of the soil 
and its unsurpassed adaptability to fruit­ 
growing. owing to the large quantities of 
potash it contains, derived from th e v o l­ 
canic rocks, th e next im portant point is 
the w ater supply. 


TH E RAINFALL 
Li this part of the State is m uch m o;- 
bountiful than in m any other regions, for 
while ten inches would insure a full crop 
of both fruits and cereals, the average 
rainfall ranges from 18 to 20 inches. From 
above, therefore, the supply is all th at can 
he desired, and, as before m entioned, au 
inexhaustible reservoir is to bo found be­ 
low, w hich can be utilized at a very sm all 
expense. 
On one piece of land In this 
vicinity there are two wells—one bored to 
a depth of 250 feet, yielding softer w ater 
than the o th er of 50 feet; both supplies 
however, being equally pure and free froni 
all noxious m atter. 
T he 50-foot well is, 
in fart, all th at is needed, and the expense 
of sinking it, of the pum p, w ind-m ili and 
horse-power, amounted to 8250. 
From this ainouut fifty aeres of land 
can be thoroughly irrigated, in addition 
to an abundant supply for th e use of the 
homestead. 
W ater will thus be seen to

The 
great drawback to this town, anal in fact to 
the cntira county, is the fact that the rich 
lands arc held in large tract' by men who 
refuse to divide them and permit coloniza­ 
tion. 
It has two first-class hotels, large 
mercantile establishments, excellent schools 
and fine churches. 
MAMMON. 
This village, which claims about 400 in­ 
habitants-derives much of its iminrtartce 
from the fact that it is situat' d near the 
center o f the farming community of "i «•do 
countv, and r- also the present terminus of 
the railroad, Connecting with the Califor­ 
nia Pacific at Klmira, in Solano coenty. 
The industries of Madison oac such *s are 
dependent or extensive agriculturol inter­ 
ests. 
As yet fruit culture has -not Itccn de­ 
veloped, although sufficient has been done 
to shew that the time will come w hen the 
vine, the olive and the orange w ill take 
the place of the broad grain fi Ids. 
The 
Orleans vineyard, wlticb produces thou­ 
sand of gallons of wines annually, is only 
about five miles distant. 
Madison Ls only 
two railes from Cache creek, and possesses 
the rare advantage of having thousands of 
meres of fine soil which may be easily irri- 
ga'ed. 
The leading industries of the town 
are centered in grain shipment and m ill­ 
ing, having one of the finest flour m ills of 
the county. 
Madison is ten miles from 
Woodland, with which it is connected by 
telegraph, telephone and a daily stage. 


C A PA Y , 
Probably the most picturesque little vil­ 
lage in the county is Capay, situated about 
four m iles west from Madison, at the en­ 
trance to Capav valley. 
Located on the 
banks of Cache creek, with low, rolling 
mountains op liotli north and south, it fur­ 
nishes scenery which the tourist might 
well feel proud >to chronicle. 
It has a 
population of about 200. 
The land is well 
adapted to grape, fig, peach, grain and 
strawberry culture. 
The building of the 
railroad from 
Madison to Clear Lake,

was commenced a few weeks ago, 
and which passes through the center of 
this town, w ill increase its wealth and 
population w ith great rapidity.

This was marked out bv the early settlers 
as the county town of Yolo, hut the rapid 
growth of Woodland was too much for the 
little village. 
She still continues to grow, 
although shorn of the fascination of being 
a county-seat.

winds, and the waters of Cache creek 
flowing through the center of the valley 
influence the temperature very materially. 
W hen the lands there are subdivided into 
small tracts, as they doubtless will be some 
day, these waters w ill lie distributed all 
over the v ilk y , and Capay will then 
Speedily equal her most famous rival in fruit 
culture. 
A recent visitor d id not miss it 
far when he prophesied that the day was not 
distant when the orange and olive would 
bloom all over the valley, ami the rugged 
hillsides would l»e one living mat of Catawba 
and Zinfandel grapes; when happy homes, 
entwined by flowers of every hue, would 
lie found where, until recently, (locks and 
herds roamed at will. 
The possibilities of Capay valley could 
not he enumerated in a day. 
From " The 
N otch” at the head of the valley, a mag­ 
nificent view ma;. be had; the eye follows 
the winding stream down through rough 
drift and matted undergrowth for. miles. 
In the hazy distance the valley widens 
out, and 
the 
eye 
wanders 
aimlessly 
over 
the broad wheat fields of Yolo.

He confesses the astonish­ 
ment he felt when he discovered how 
greatly Russia had been misrepresented to 
him. 
He declares it to be one of tbe most 
religious of countries, if external indica­ 
tions are any guide, to be a temperate cotm 
try, and its officials to be considerate, po­ 
lite, and uot in pursuit of bribes. 
The 
“ rough ” who infests London and Liver­ 
pool is unknown in Moscow or St. Peters­ 
burg. 
The people are serious-faced, but 
this is not a sign Of national despair. 
“ It 
is only the characteristic gravity of sem i­ 
Orientals, for

the Russians. 
They are not down-trodden : and, out of 
their 
100,000,000

The Czar enjoys the confidence and 
love of the vast majority of his people. 
Russia may safely challenge the rest of Eu­ 
rope to exhibit a parallel to the compara­

made in the past thirty years. 
W hen the Cossack waters his horse in the 
Bosporus, and looks down into India from 
his outpost in the Solyman mountains, 
jealous powers will lament his irresistible 
advance. 
But Americans 
cannot share 
their regrets, believing that civilization and 
liberty may be borne in his train as surely 
as in that of any other aggressive member 
of the great European fam ily.” 
Mr. Bou­ 
ton says that he cannot echo that censure 
of Russian institutions and aims which is 
the burden of so many English books and 
magazine and newspaper articles. 
“ But I 
have ndt gone out of the way to praise 
Russia, or to do her more than simple 
justice.” 
That a far greater number of 
Americans annually may include her in 
their European rounds, and count their 
stay in Russia as among the most agreeable 
episodes of their lives, is his sincere wish. 
Mr. Bouton’s work to very many, proba­ 
bly the majority of people, will be a sur­ 
prise. H e paints Russia so differently from 
the usual observer, that at times one is led 
to doubt his sincerity. 
But this slight 
want of confidence soon disappears, for the 
writer invariably restores him self to favor 
by the frankness, simplicity and straight­ 
forwardness of his language. 
W hen one 
has completed the book, he cannot doubt 
that he has read truth as Mr. Bouton saw 
and interpreted. 
It would have improved 
the volume if he had given us more of his 
views o f Russia and the Russians and less 
of the route scenes by which he reached 
St. .Petersburg. 
For he did not see Rome 
greatly different from other travelers, nor 
does his observations upon Italy generally, 
or the Alps, or of German cities.diner much 
from the conventional,though they are crisp, 
witty, and distinguished by clearness, con­ 
ciseness and directness of statement. 
Mr. 
Bouton believes that the Czar is anxious to 
establish a constitutional Government in 
Russia, and thus relieve him self of seven- 
tenths of the weighty responsibilities that 
are wearing him out,’aside from the dread­ 
ful menaces of Nihilism. 
" Haifa, or Life in Modern Palestine," is 
a volum e by Lawrence Oliphant, author of 
the " Land of Gilead."

rator of great .-kill, a thinker of depth, and 
marshals proofs in admirable array. 
His 
book is most agreeable and instructive 
reading, and very different from Oriental 
recitals one usually meets with, since the 
author is an observer of practical skill, and 
a keen analyst of human nature, and sees 
things, and the reasons for them, the ordi­ 
nary traveler in strange lauds never oor- 
ceives. 
“ Life and Times of Jesus as Related by 
Thomas D i d y m u s b y James Freeman 
Clarke; Boston, Lee A: Shepherd; San 
Francisco, Samuel Carson Com pany; 12 
no»., cloth, $1 Ú0.

IN A MEXICAN DILIGENCIA. 


IN T O T H E “ H O T L A N D S ’* O N T H E 


W E S T E R N S I E R R A M A D R E S .

C u e rn a v a c a , Me.x., Ju ly 14, 1837. 
The good old days of the diligencia, and 
its pictures'jue accompaniment of banditti 
with masks and daggers, are fast drawing 
to a close in Mexico, for American engines 
and enterprise are pushing them farther 
and farther into tiip wilderness. Cut there 
are many places in which the stage-coach, 
with all its ri-ks and discomforts, will be 
preferred forever by travelers with an eye 
to lteauty—and one of them is the route to 
Cuernavaca. Though ouly eighteen leagues 
from Mexico city, just w ithin the borders 
of the I terra calienta, or “ hot lands," this 
city is separated from the Capital by the 
lofty walls of the Sierra Madre range, the 
scaling of which is an experience long to 
he remembered. 
Resides the charm of mountain scenery, 
the section is invested with the glamour 
of historical romance, having been the 
theater of Cortes’ most adventurous ex­ 
ploits, and—300 years later—the favorite 
tramping-ground of American invaders. 
The special object of our journey was to 
inspect the scenes made famous by the an­ 
cient Spanish and comparatively recent 
American occupation of the valley under 
the respective 


ARMIES OF CORTES AND SCOTT, 
And to visit the country seat of the early 
( onquislador, acquired after lie had sub­ 
jected the Aztecs and been made “ Marquis 
of the Valley.” 
Passage l v coach from the City of Mex­ 
ico to Cuernavaca costs $4 50, with an 
arroba (twenty-five pounds) of luggage al­ 
lowed 
gratis, and 50 cents charged for 
each additional arioha. 
In Mexico the 
coach never comes to you, hut you must 
come to the coach, bag and baggage, as to 
x railway carriage—and although on this 
route the advertised time of starting is 0 
a. m., it is well to present yourself at least 
au hour earlier at the yawning portal of 
the Diligencias Generales. 
In all this 
lazy country the one exhibition of "tak ­ 
ing time by the forelock” is in the m atter 
of stage-starting in the dim twilight of the 
morning, the drivers being anxious to 
reach as soon as possible the long mid-day 
siesta. 
Fortunately we also seized old 
Father Ten.pus in the same disrespectful 
fashion, figuratively shaking —for fully 
twenty minutes ahead of time the coach 
was rattling through the streets to the open 
plains beyond. 
The locomotive power of the Cuernavaca 
line consists of nine mules to each coach, 
which the driver keeps at a constant gal­ 
lop by cracking a very long whip with 
great energy, and making the welkin ring 
at frequent intervals by his musical cry of 
“ M ulas! 
A h-h-h-h-li!" while the tan- 
colored assistant mounted beside him car­ 
ries a bag of small stones, which he shies, 
one by one, at the donkeys’ cars, with an 
accuracy of aim as astonishing as ettective. 
Far fie it from me to administer to you 
doses of history and scenery ad nauseam 
—but who can journey through this glori­ 
ous valley and not wax enthusiastic, find­ 
ing excuse in the fact that the great minds 
of many eeuturies—poets, warriors, histo­ 
rians and scientists, have been similarly 
quickened nere? 
M ho can s|ieed out of 
these gates and not think of the gallant 
Twiggs, who menaced them when the 
tides of battle surged and eblaxl around 
Churubneoc, whose ruined walls are just 
lieyond ? 
W hat American docs not feel 
his pulses stirred by the mere mention of 
the names of places near which we are 
now passing—fhapultejiee, Molino del Key, 
the Hacienda de San Antonio, San Angus- 
tin and its dreary pedregal—where Scott, 
W orth, Pillow, Quitman, Twiggs and Per- 
sifer Smith distinguished themselves at 
the expense of their Southern neighbors, 
whose t.uly offense was in gallantly defend­ 
ing their own. 
P.esides these later day transactions, in 
which Americans should feel no sort of 
pride, the country before us, as well as the 
city we have left, and the hills we are now 
climbing, witnessed the most remarkable 
exploits of (Cortes, Alvarado, Coronado, 
and a long line of rascally Spaniards, 
whose every step in the New World was 
marked by the blood of the innocent. 
Among these purple foothills was the an­ 
cient Covoacan, where the Conqneror held 
his headquarters during those days of 
wholesale m urder; and over there on the 
borders of Lake Xochimilco is the village 
of the same name, where the brave Aztecs 
'■ante near ' aking an end of their troubles 
by capturing the cruel Conquistador. Had 
they siu 
mw quic 
up the gi 
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the lives of their ancestors as these degen­ 
erate days will permit. The natives whom 
we meet in those elevated regions seem to 
carrv themselves with an air of greater 
dignity, despite their extreme poverty, 
than their richer hut more completely 
subjugated brethren in the valley. Living 
“ near to nature’s heart” may not be so 
conducive to rapid civilization, but it cer­ 
tainly spares the Indian that hang-dog air 
which is the inevitable result of lib con­ 
tact with the pale-faces. Those whom we 
meet on their way to market in Mexico 
excite our wonder at their power of en­ 
durance. 
They are laden with enormous 
crates of fruit, fowls and vegetables, or 
fragrant alfalfa in such bundles that noth­ 
ing can be seen but a mass of moving green 
with a pair of blark legs beneath it. 
One 
had a score of yellow-headed parrots, all 
screaming “ I’a! pa!” at once, which he 
offered for sale at 2-5 cents apiece. 


•SIXTY MILES UNDER A HEAVY LOAD 
Is not considered a long distance to walk 
bv these cheerful though taciturn crea­ 
tures ; and many of them make the entire 
distance between Acapulco and Cuernavaca 
—eighty leagues—in seven days! 
W hen 
arrived at the market they dispose of 
their burden for a few realce, which they 
immediately proceed to invest in pulque, 
and when their skins are filled with that 
mild intoxicant they trudge homeward, 
happy as kings, though no richer than 
before. 
About seven leagues from La Guarda 
we come to the famous Cruz del Marquis 
—a great stone cross, set up more than 
three centuries and a half ago to mark the 
boundary line of Cortes’ possessions; or, 
rather, of those Indian possessions which 
the terrified Kmjieror had lieen forced to 
turn over to him. 
The ridge upon which 
stands La Cruz del Marquis is nearly ten 
thousand feet above the sea, mantled bv a 
magnificent forest of pine, through which 
the coach bowls merrily over a carpet of 
cones and needles. 
Meanwhile, the pas­ 
sengers are on the qui rire for knights of 
the road, having been assured that “ the 
woods are full of them ,” and expecting 
to see a black mask lurking behind evcrv 
tree. 
Numerous crosses, set tip all along 
the wayside, testify to the tricks of these 
gentlemen, and at every grim memento 
the ragged guards cross themselves amid 
muttered ave Marian, and the driver’s assist­ 
ant tosses a stone upon the cairn, instead of 
at the donkeys’ cars, lit token that he, too, 
has said a prayer.

CHANGES OF CLIMATE 
Than arc often experienced within so short 
a time. 
Where the Cruz del Marquis 
stands, nearly ten thousand feet above the 
sea, furs would he a blessing; but two 
hours later the heat is so intense that one 
longs for the fashion of Adam’s day. 
Not 
far beyond La Cruz the descent begins into 
the Cuernavaca valley, and from the pine- 
crowned plateau into the burning tierra 
adíente the slope is much more abrupt on 
the western than the eastern coast,so that 
we dash at once from one zone to the other, 
and while yet among the hemlocks of the 
mountain top, catch glimpses of cane- 
lields and orange groves. 
As we clatter down the hills, crossing 
stream after stream, the heat becomes al­ 
most insufferable, growing stronger as the 
afternoon wanes. 
4\ e yearn to tarrv at 
that pretty little Indian village called 
JIuichilaque, whose cane cottages, over­ 
grown with creepers and shaded by flower­ 
ing trees, look particularly attractive, but 
like that cranky individual whose cry was 
“ Excelsior !” we must sternly reject all 
sueli allurements and move steadily on, 
though, unlike his, our way leads down­ 
ward. 
More and more arid grows the 
country, till apparently every particle of 
vegetation is burned away. 
Not a tree is 
in sight, save here and then» a feathery 
palm or cocoa, which afford no shade. Gor­ 
geous masses of unknown wild flowers, 
vivid yellow spotted with crimson, riot 
over the hedgerows, and cacti towers to 
higlits you would not believe were 1 to tell 
you. 
LIZARDS 
Arc everywhere, from the tiny, bright-eyed 
creature's darting over adobe walls, to big, 
sluggish, dust-colored fellows—many of 
them two or three feet long—basking in 
the sunshine with half-shut eyes. 
At last—wearied, dirty, aching and ill- 
temjiered—we dash into Cuernavaca amid 
a cloud of dust, and arc turned out, sans 
ccrcmonic, on the main plaza in front oi the 
Hotel do San IVdro. 
Immediately every­ 
body makes a rush for the baths, which 
are situated one 
block 
north of our 
hostelrie, and thence direct to supper and 
slumber in the inn of the good St. Peter. 
F air Cuernavaca! The Tlahnicas tribes 
called it Quatihnahuae— meaning “ near 
to the licautiful hills,” and still earlier 
Indians named it Cuanahuac, “ theflowcr- 
surronnded.” 
And well it deserves all the 
praises which poets and romancers have 
been lavishing upon it during the last 300 
years; hut we must leave its manifold a t­ 
tractions until another week.

At Tlaipam, the ancient San Augustin, 
we tarried only long enough to change 
mules : and after leaving that lovely vil­ 
lage with its treies and gardens, wound up­ 
ward air :.g volcanic rocks by a toilsome 
niotuit tin road. 
At length Ajiisco was 
reached, tuddled close under the cxtim t 
volcano of the same name—a miserable 
little village which from time immemorial 
has been tameus as a robbers' nest. Above 
frowned the black mountains, clothed from 
base to summit with dark forests of pine 
and hemlock—certainly looking worthy of 
its brigand-haunted reputation. 
Later, at La Guarda—an enterprising

The “ washing” dresses this year are 
very dainty, but few of them are worth 
mnch after they have come in contact with 
the washtub. 
There are cottons, muslins, 
silks, and voilles, ail of which purport to 
wash, but do not, though they inay clean. 
There is a marked return to the full-belted 
bodices of years ago. 
In cottons these do 
not need linings, otherwise, they should lie 
very slightly gathered at the waist in the 
center of the back; and in front either 
only at the waist, or at the neck and waist, 
but not on the shoulders.

labor question 
lo this question answers were made in 
large numbers, from which the following 
are selected: 
F. Ik Sanborn, Secretary of the Massa­ 
chusetts Board of Charities, says: 
The 
best solution of the convict labor question 
is hard to find. 
The principle is clear 
enough that labor should be exacted of all 
convicts, and that it should be recom­ 
pensed as fully as pos-¡ble, for, of all 
classes in the community, those least de­ 
serve to be supported at public cost whose 
lives have led them into crime. 
But how 
to organize this labor so as to interfere 
least with self-supporting laborers in the 
community, is the problem. My own opin­ 
ion inclines to what is called the “ piece- 
price” system now in use in the Elmira 
Reformatory, I think, and, on a smaller 
scale, in two or three Massachusetts Re­ 
formatories. 
But a combination of two 
modes ot convict labor in the same prison 
is often an advantage in the shifting con­ 
dition of the labor market, and of political 
sentiment, which will have more or less 
effect on prison management, as things 
now are in the United States. 
[N o te.—The “piece-price” plan means 
that the prison authorities contract with 
outside manufacturers, or dealers, to fur­ 
nish them with manufactured goods at so 
much a piece. 
As, for instance, chairs at 
so much per dozen, or shoes at such a 
price per pair, and then make the goods 
to fill the contract, witli the lalior of the 
prisoners. 
The “ public account” system 
is exemplified in the manufacture of jute 
goods at San Quentin. 
The material is 
purchased by the State (or on “ public ac­ 
count” ) through the Prison Directors, and 
manufactured by prison labor. 
The man­ 
ufactured goods are then sold on public 
account fur the be-t price obtainable. The 
“ contract system,” as is well known, is 
when the State, through the Directors, 
“ lets’ out the prisoners at so much per 
capita, to work for outside parties, the 
work to be done either within the prison 
walls or elsewhere, as agreed upon.—E d s. 
R egord-U nion.] 
The celebrated penologist, 
R. Brock­ 
way, of the Elm ira Reformatory, says: 
ih e best solution (in the Reformatory 
Prison) is, first, prisoners must be subjected- 
to systematic labor; second, mechanical 
labor is better than any other; third, if 
the prisoners within the prison are em­ 
ployed in divers industries for whicli they 
have natural adaptation, aud which they 
are likely to follow on their release ; em­ 
ployed substantially as they should and 
would have been ii’ self-supporting, law- 
observing citizens instead of criminals em­ 
ployed for their own subsistence, and ordi­ 
narily restricted to their actual earnings 
for what they have and live upon, then no 
unnatural competition from their labor 
would be inflicted upon industries outside, 
and the best reformative effect upon the 
prisoner himself would certainly be pro­ 
duced. 
I believe the contract system is 
unfavorable for reformation ; that the pub­ 
lic account system is better and should be 
authorized by law, and that what is 
known as the piece-price system should 
also be legalized. 
< leneral R. Briukerliofl’, of t he < >hio 
State 
Board 
of Charities, 
says 
the 
question is in a transition state, "and can. 
onlv be settled by experiment, 
lie would 
give the prison managers large liberty of 
choice, and let them feel their wav to a 
conclusion. 
Like a mariner in an un­ 
known sea, they must take soundings as 
they go, and only anchor when they are 
sure of a safe harbor. “ My own opinion,” 
says he, “ is that the piece-price plan, all 
purposes considered, is the most promis-" 
ing system now under consideration.” 
Rev. A. G. Bowers, Secretary of the 
Ohio Board of Charities, says: 
Probably 
the best plan is what is known as the State 
account plan, provided that competent and 
experienced officers can be retained. 
M. J. Cassidy, Y\arden at Philadelphia, 
replies: 
The entire care of prisoners 
should l>e in the authorities of the State. 
The State takes away the liberty of the in­ 
dividual as a penalty for a violation of its 
laws, and is alone responsible for its acts, 
and should not transfer any part o f its re­ 
sponsibility. The method of treatment 
adopted by the State, of which labor is an 
important element, should l>e vested in 
the authorities of the State only. 
Miss Anna Dunlap, of Indianapolis, 
says: Disregard public clam or; deal with 
this question from the reform point of 
view—the best good for the prisoners. 
Colonel Blunt, in charge of the United 
States M ilitary Prison in Kansas, replies: 
The contract system, properly controlled, 
is the best method. 
Rev. O. C. MeCullock, of Indianapolis, 
says: There must lie laixir, and, on the 
other hand, honest labor outside of pris­ 
ons must not be forced to compete. Prison 
labor should never be sold to contractors. 
The State should work the n:en. 
Charles E. Felton, Superintendent of 
the House of Correction at Chicago, lib, 
says upon the subject: Theoretically the 
public account system is the ideal. 
The 
piece-price plan is a make-shift. 
The con­ 
tract system is extremely faulty when the 
contractors own the plant and the prison 
officers; not owning the officers, it is unoli- 
jectionable tis is the public account. 
It is 
the man at the head of the institution, not 
the system of employment.

tery ; but the modus operandi is just this: 
To three pints of sweet milk add three 
sjioonfuls of sugar and one-half cake of 
compressed yeast dissolved in half a cup 
of milk.

pineapple. 
Lemons are not always to be had, but ex­ 
cellent lemonade can be made from the 
sirup, which will keep indefinitely, and 
is made in this way: 
Boil together two 
pounds of sugar and one quart of water 
till clear; then add one ounce of citrus 
add and one spoonful of essence o.' lemon. 
Bottle it when cold. 
To serve, add one 
spoonful of the sirup to one glass of water, 
adding more sugar if desired. 


I REAM SODA. 
Boil together one and a quarter pounds 
of sugar, the juice of one lemon, one ounce 
of tartaric acid, and a pint and a half of 
water, two minutes. 
When cold add the 
whites of two eggs beaten to a stiff froth, 
one large spoonful of flour blended in half 
a dtp of cold water, and three spoonfuls 
of e-sence of wintergreen or sarsaparilla. 
To serve, put two spoonfuls of this cream 
into three-quarters of a ghees of cold 
water, add one-quarter teaspoonful of car­ 
bonate of -oda, and stir till it effervesces. 
This is very delicious and healthful, and 
the eost of the materials is not over 25 
cents, making two large Littles of the 
cream.

Ohrcn, in the Current, well says 
that Henry (ieorge appeals to the worst 
aide of human nature. T hat is, lie arouses 
in the minds of his followers the predatory 
instim-t " which philosophers in all ages 
have labored to subdue.’’ 
Fnquestionably 
Mr. George has played with consummate art 
upon the fallacy which Ohrcn with admir­ 
able fitness denominates “ the great un­ 
truth. that progress is always accompanied 
by an alarming increase of poverty; that 
want increases with increasing wealth. 
Not long ago we had occasion to quote 
from l’rofessor \V. T. Harris, statistics de­ 
rived from the Census Bureau reports, and 
from Mr. Nimmo'a researches, that as 
wealth has increased and great fortunes 
become more numerous, the domestic con­ 
dition of the laboring classes has propor­ 
tionately advanced along the lines of phys­ 
ical comforts, and increased wages and 
earnings. 
I’rofessor H arris might well 
have added that the advance has been even 
more notable along intellectual lines; for 
in the diffusion of knowledge and the ac- 
oe.-ability of learning, the progress has 
been still greater. 
There are now no 
longer any intellectual treasuries closed to 
any classes of men. 
Indeed, a very large 
proportion 
of accumulated wealth has, 
within the last half century, been dis- 
|K>scd for the enlargement of the oppor­ 
tunities 
to 
gain 
know ledge, 
an.1

to better their condition. The great dis­ 
coveries have all tended in this direction, 
and those lines on which much money has 
lieeii made, the press and the means of

INCONSISTENCY. 


Francisco Kramincr recently

agencies in that city conductedbyChinese. 
At a later date 
its rejKirters found no 
difficulty whatever in entering thirteen of 
these policy shops and buying tickets. 
They found the agencies crowded with 
whites and Chinese gambling at the lot­ 
teries, of which there are two daily draw­ 
ings. 
In some places young women were 
found under pretense of buying articles at 
a fancy counter, scre tlv purchasing lot­ 
tery tickets. 
Gt course the Examiner scores the police 
for not closing up these places, and its 
commentaries U]>on the subject are forci­ 
ble, since if the lotteries are “ run” so 
openly there can Ik; no difficulty whatever 
in obtaining the evidence necessary to con­ 
viction. 
In other California cities very 
much the same state of affairs exist, and 
Chinese lotteries are daily drawn without 
any apparent fear on the part of their con­ 
ductors of any interruption. 
But these illegal concerns, which ought 
to be suppressed, and can be crushed out 
if -the authori .ies will it, handle hut a 
comparatively sum of money, and the coin 
of the dupes at least remains in the State 
for a time. 
The tickets sell for a dime as 
against dollars for other lottery certificates, 
and the aggregate of their sales for a quar­ 
ter does not equal the outgo from Califor­ 
nia for a single mouth to the lottery swin­ 
dle engineered by the man in Louisiana, 
who enjoys the unenviable distinction of 
having fired the first shot that ushered in 
the greatest rebellion of the world's his­ 
tory. 
W hile the newspapers are so energetic 
in exposing the Chinese lottery business, 
they seem to he oblivious to the fact that a 
syndicate of white men in San Francisco, 
in defiance of the law, conduct a lottery 
monthly, based upon the drawings of the 
foreign lottery. 
Their allurement is also 
a small price for tickets, one-quarter that 
charged by the Southern swindle, and 
prizes are promised in proportion. 
No 
names are attached to the public announce­ 
ments of the concern. 
Those who gamble 
in it must trust to the good faith (?) of the 
secret conductors of the thieving institu­ 
tion, and commit their money to whom 
they know not, and trust for their prizes 
to an unknown source. 
The only inform­ 
ation afforded them on the subject is that 
communications through WelLs, Fargo-& 
Co.’s express will reach 
these 
policy 
dealers. 
Contemporaneous with the indignation 
of the Examiner that the Chinese should 
be permitted to run lotteries in California 
in defiance of the law, it and its contem­ 
poraries regularly advertise an American 
concern, and encourage a spirit of lottery 
gambling that is demoralizing thousands 
of youths, men, girls and women in this 
State. W ith one breath the San Francisco 
press exclaims against the Chinese lottery, 
and with the next does all it can to aid 
the New Orleans concern to corrupt the 
people. 
Yet both classes of lotteries are 
prohibited by the law. 
It is uo more criminal for a Chinaman 
to operate a lottery, sell tickets and draw 
schemes, than for the Examiner and its 
neighbors 
to advertise 
lotteries. 
The 
philosophy th at justifies a newspaper In 
condemning the lottery of one man and 
invoking the penalties of the law upon 
him, vet prompts it to engage in the 
“ booming" of the lottery of another with 
a somewhat paler skin, is of a kind that 
passes ordiuarv comprehension. 
The oniy consistency manifest in the 
matter, is that of the authorities, who 
shut their eyes im partially to the acts of 
both sets of criminals. 


AWAKENING AT LAST. 


It is gratifying to find that the State 
Forestry Commission is acting an earnest 
and aggressive spirit. At its recent meeting 
it manifested a disposition that promises 
definite and highly beneficial results for the 
State.

LIMITING IMMIGRATION. 


The sentiment is almost universal against pcr- 
lailtiug the criminal and pauper classes from 
the old world to be landed on our shores. This 
has already been permitted to such an extent

dangerous element in the laxly politic. Thought 
ful people have long foreseen that this would be 
the case, but with the majority of the people 
the idea given forth in the early days oi the re­ 
public, that to our shores the wronged aud op­ 
pressed of all lands should come to And free­ 
dom aud happiness, has prevailed to such an 
extent that our doors have been kept wide 
open.—Chicago Inter Ocean. 
T hat is not an accurate statement of tiie 
“doctrine.” 
The “idea” was—diligently 
and aggressively preached—th a t.th e for 
eign horn had the right to come here ; that 
it was an inalienable right, and without 
violating the substructural principles of 
government, we could not deny him that 
right. 
The later and better doctrine is 
precisely the reverse; that is, no foreign 
born have a right to come among us ; the 
privilege they do have, hut that is a grant 
that may be withdrawn at will. 
When 
California first agitated the question of 
Chinese exclusion she was plainly told by 
New England that she had no “right” to 
propose such a thing ; that this land was a 
“house of refuge" for all oppressed or dis­ 
satisfied, and all others who saw fit to enter 
it, whether we wanted them or not. It will 
not require violent exercise of memory to 
recall the days when the “idea” of pre­ 
venting the landing of the hordes of China 
upon our shores was held up to view at 
the East as conclusive evidence of our de­ 
pravity and disloyalty to the American 
idea. 
The inevitable is overwhelming these 
advocates of the “ right.” 
Their protests 
are very feeble now, and will presently be 
no more heard in the land. 
It has been 
given by the voice of the American jieoplc 
that immigration to the United States of 
right ought to be and shall be limited and 
controlled, and where we may will it, be 
stopped. 
As the Inter-Ocean says: 
“Most 
thoughtful men and women are coming to 
the conclusion that the elevation of our 
own laboring people is a task worthy of 
their highest efforts, and one that will tax 
their denial and perseverance. The action 
of foreign-horn Socialists and Anarchists 
and the discussion of the Chinese question 
have done much to bring to the front the 
question of the limitation of immigration. 
It is not a new question, however, nor does 
it have anything of the element of Know- 
nothingism in it. 
In this m atter of im­ 
migration there is scope for the exercise of 
wise statesmanship."

THE PRISON SCARE. 


The absurd stories put afloat by sensa­ 
tional journals about the cruelty and in­ 
humanity at the Folsom Prison are, as we 
yesterday forecast they would be, already 
completely exploded. 
Even the vandal 
Examiner, which made itself the medium 
for the sensational stories, feels compelled 
to take the back-track, and admit that the 
bottom has fallen out of its sensation. 
It 
bespeaks for W arden MeComb a verdict of 
acquittal of inhumanity and wrong-doing. 
W hich suggests the thought that self-re­ 
specting journalism would have inquired 
into tiie facts first- 
Gn the contrary, the 
habit of the sensational journalist is to 
publish whatever comes to his mill, re­ 
gardless of the injury it may do, and to 
“ trust to luck ” for t he afterclap. 
The 
baseness of sucli a course is self-evident. It 
proceeds upon a wholly false and distorted 
idea of the province of a newspaper, which 
ought to he a conservator of truth, to 
judge with judicial im partiality, and to 
avoid one-sided and hastily reached con­ 
clusions. 
The true newspaper despises in­ 
justice and dreads to do wrong to any 
human being, while it docs not fear to ex­ 
pose rascality, and to hold viciousness, 
crime and immorality to a 
mutability,no 
m atter whom it concerns. 
The prison system of California is by no 
means all it should he, nor will it attain 
the highest plane of excellence until the 
results of all experience in penological 
science is availed of, and reformation made 
a chief end ot punishment. 
For instance, 
the parole system, which the hist Legisla­ 
ture rejected, is a step in advance that 
must be taken in time. 
So, too, the com­ 
plete se paration of the neophytes in crime 
from the hardened offenders must he ac­ 
complished before a right system is estab­ 
lished. 
B ut so far as the law and the con­ 
ditions now permit, the conduct of the 
prison at Folsom approaches the best 
standards, and is, the R kcord-U nion is sat- 
lied, frmti its oliservation and inquiry, free 
from the charges of cruelty, inhumanity 
and partiality.

( lay is a rather small, 
brown horse, kind and gentle in disjiosi- 
tion. Whips is a fine large bay, full of life 
and heautitully built. In fact, the Senator 
considers AVIiijxs the ideal of horseflesh 
and beyond price. 
The animal was expected to make very 
fast time, but was lamed in his early train­ 
ing at Balo Alto, and hence is used only 
for breeding purposes. 
Several fine horses 
have been lamed lately on the Palo Alto 
track, which is considered too hard, and 
the Senator intends to build a training 
track on his Vina ranch.

P la n tin g U f rooted R u n n er s.—An 
Ohio strawlierrv-grower does not wait for 
runners to. take root. 
When they are 
about ready to root he clips them oil', 
drops them in a dish of water, and .then 
plants them out. 
He claims that they 
eventually become better plants than those 
which have rooted before the planting out. 
In our experience the plants with largo 
roots start sooner, and keep the lead of 
those with very small roots, hut those hav­ 
ing no roots at all we have not had expe­ 
rience with—for which reason the said 
Ohio strawberry-grower has the advantage 
of us. 
New ways do not always prove the 
host ways, and in this m atter,perhaps, the 
old way of leaving the new plants in the 
original lied until rooted, thereby per­ 
mitting a later culture and weed-killing of 
the new lied, has its advantages—especi­ 
ally asan important part of the work of 
establishing a new bed is keeping it clear 
of weeds until the plants are large enough 
for horse-cultivation. 


A M iner’s I nch.—T he following is the 
United States law relating to the measure­ 
ment of water : “ W ater sold by the inch

During the past four years the orange- 
growers of the tfun Gabriel and Santa Ana 
valleys have seen their trees gradually 
iceumbing to the attack of the red scale, 
probably the most pernicious pest that 
ever attacked citrus trees in this or any 
other country. Some magnificent orchards 
were almost totally ruined, and thousands 
of trees were dug up anil the ground 
planted with vines or deciduous trees. 
But within a few months the hold of the 
red scale seems to have been weakening. 
I ii nearly all infected districts a strong 
fight has lieen made against the pest with 
alkali and kerosene washes and but little 
headway has been made against the scourge. 
The following report from the Orange

THE RECENT CHARGES OF CRU­ 


ELTY AND INHUMANITY.

Recently the viciousncss and unfairness 
of making charges without investigation 
has been exemplified in a striking manner 
by the wild stories circulated about inhu­ 
manity at the Folsom Prison. 
It would 
have been a very easy matter for those 
giving the complaints to print to have in­ 
formed themselves of both sides of the 
cases. 
But the so-called spirit of “ enter­ 
prise,” the anxiety to be “ ahead ” and to 
“ outdo,” leads, as in this case, the sensa­ 
tional newspaper into hasty* statements, 
which subsequent investigation proves to 
be false. The difficulty is, that charges be­ 
ing once made through the press, will not 
wholly lose their effect by retraction, or by 
the most elaborate withdrawals, denials 
and exposures. 
For there is an injury in ­ 
flicted by a charge preferred that not even 
the most 
pronounced 
and enthusiastic 
verdict of “ not guilty ” can remove. 
Concerning the hasty charges against the 
management of the Folsom Prison officials, 
and which were briefly given yesterday, 
the R e c o k d - U n i o n has closely examined 
into the facts, and it has become thor­ 
oughly satisfied that all the charges are 
baseless and emanate only from men who 
have every motive imaginable for creating 
a feeling of public distrust in the prison 
officials. 
Any change, to desperate con­ 
victs, offers opportunities to escape and to 
shirk work. 
The investigations of the 
R e c o rd -U n io n establish these things as 
facts. 
T H E DOUCHE. 
The San Francisco Morning Call, in a 
side article charged, upon information that 
is not clearly disclosed, that two convicts. 
Gray and Buckley, have beeu douched with 
cold water at Folsom until they fainted, 
und were so injured that they were in hos­ 
pital several weeks. 
Inquiry* develops the indisputable fact 
that it is an absolute falsehood. 
No such 
inen were ever showered or douched at 
Folsom. 
The dou the or shower or hose is 
not used at the prison at all, and has not 
beeu for years. 
Whoever gave the story 
origin simply and grossly lied. 
“ dungeon cells.” 
It has been stated that men are confined 
in dungeon cells, with insufficient food, 
light and air, refused baths for weeks, and 
denied necessary exercise. 
The fact Is. the “ dungeon cells” are like 
all the other cells, except that raised tin 
covers, or hoods, are over the wickets to 
prevent any one passing in tools, but do 
not prevent the ingress of air or of much 
light that might go through the narrow 
wicket or slot. 
The holes for light and air, 
top and bottom, and back and front of the 
cells, are the same in all the cells. The 
kind of men put in these cells are those 
who refuse to yield under ordinary punish­ 
ment of bread and water from three to ten 
days, and those who assault officers and 
prisoners, and threaten to take life, and 
persist in their declarations to assault and 
to kill, and refuse repeatedly to do service 
required of all the men. 
If a man who 
has threatened to assault or kill, retracts, 
he is not put into these cells, and when he 
is thus imprisoned, he is told that his re­ 
lease is in his own hands, and that by re­ 
traction he can open his cell door. 
If he 
sends word to the proper officers that he 
will promise to obey the rules, his case is 
reported to the Warden, who never fails to 
release him. 
But if he has so promised 
and broken 
his 
word 
repeatedly, the 
Warden may decline to release the prisoner 
at once. 
There is not, we find, in solitary 
confinement for punishn-ent a man who 
has not had from two to seven trials of 
promise and release. 


“ 
s o l i t a r y c o n f i n e m e n t .” 
It has been published that the confine­ 
ment in these cells tor incorrigibles is soli­ 
tary, and thereby the public is given to 
understand that it is som ething awful in 
its silence, darkness and starvation, and 
tendency to drive men insane, and that it is 
like the cellular system at the East, and 
like that of England, where the prisoner 
sees no one, hears no one, and is absolutely 
cut off from all human beings. 
Investigation proves the facts to he that 
these. “ incorrigibles ” have the same food 
as other prisoners, and as much. 
The cells 
arekept perfectlyclean; theclothingchanged 
weekly; the bedding as often as needed, 
and the inmates get all the exercise thev 
can be persuaded to take. This exercise is 
taken in a fenced-ofT space in the corridor, 
over 100 feet long, aj well lighted and 
ventilated as a n i other part of the prison— 
in fact it is the best part of the prison for 
light and air, and was selected for the pur­ 
pose for that reason. 
The exercise is daily, 
aud as often and as long as the prisoners 
can be induced to take i t ; that is, they are 
not taken into the corridor to “ loaf,” but 
to exercise, and, when tired, they must go 
into the cells. 


“ HLUE s k i n ” AND SCHMIDT. 
To the statement as to exercise we find 
there are two exceptions. 
“ Blueskin ” is 
in close confinement for repeatedly and 
persistently assaulting other prisoners, re­ 
fusing to work and defying officers and the 
useof filthy* language. 
H e has had six or 
seven trials and broken faith every time. 
Schmidt is the desperate fellow who nearly 
dug out of his cell several times, tried to 
escape often and frequently threatened to 
kill und lately made a murderous assault 
on the 
Warden. 
“ Blueskin ” 
is not 
allowed to exercise with others ; he takes 
his exercise alone, and is not denied it. 
Schmidt is kept in his cell, because he is a 
desperate man and it is dangerous to give 
him the corridor privileges. H elias plenty 
of food, all he wants, and as good as others 
get, and he has light and air in plenty. 


SAM PLE FALSEHOOD3. 
11 has been published that some of the 
prisoners in the “ incorrigible ward ” are, 
by reason of confinement. “ goiim insane 
aud blind. 
The fact, on investigation, proves to be 
that no cell is so deprived of light as 
charged, but ail cells have the same light 
and air, in quantity. The m iddle slot, or 
wicket, alone, as stated, has a hood of tin, 
to prevent anyone passing articles in. 
There is no prisoner “going insane or 
blind.” 
Winters claims that he is insane, 
but all the people about the prison believe 
him to be feigning. 
This fellow, we find, 
was once confined at San Quentin, and 
tried the insanity dodge there, going so far 
as to smear him self with self tilth in order 
to create the impression that he was hope­ 
lessly demented. 
On coming to Folsom, 
he told of the attempted deception and 
laughed over it. 
It is not singular that of­ 
ficers should distrust such a man, and look 
upon his insanity plea with more than sus­ 
picion. 
Kepney, a negro, is a crank, vicious, and 
is in the incorrigible ward because he is a 
crank, and liable to commit assaults if al­ 
lowed 
to remain with other prisoners. 
Campbell is a simple, harmless crank, and 
kept in the ward to prevent injury to him ­ 
self, and is not confined there for punish­ 
ment. 
H e is to be examined for the In­ 
sane Asylum soon. Jeremiah Murphy is 
confined for the same reason as given in 
the case of the negro Kepney. 
All the 
charges about prisoners being driven to in­ 
sanity, starved and brought bv exhaustion 
to death, are shown at the prison to be 
wholly untrue, and to exist only in the 
viciousness and fancy of the prisoners in 
the incorrigible ward. 


CONDITIONS AT T H E PR ISO N . 
There are at the prison in I*’ol3om about 
610 convicts. 
Uf this large number there 
are between 10 and 15 in the incorrigible 
ward, and of these, three are not confined 
for offenses but for reasons stated. The re­ 
maining live hundred and ninty odd have 
made no complaint of bad treatment in 
the prison. 
There is one man in the hospital only, 
and some fifteen or twenty men are bodily 
incapable of work. A ll the others work, 
and with a degree of willing industry that 
it isietieved is not equaled in any other 
prison in the United States. Among them 
there is no disobedience or insubordination. 
The discipline seems to be perfect, and the 
appearance of the working prisoners speaks 
loudly for the good treatment they receive. 
The high state of discipline appears to have 
been attained by inducements, in the first 
place, to better their condition ; as by priv­ 
ileges at tour grades of eating tables, at 
which food is served in increasing degrees 
of excellence. 
There is a promotion, also, 
from wearing cross stripes, to wearing “ up 
and down ” stripes in the clothing, the lat­ 
ter signify ing trust reposed, and good con­ 
duct and general deserving. 
There is also 
the privilege of sleeping in the “ bigroom .” 
in which case there is no locking up in a 
cell. There are many other inducements. 
On the other hand, and opposed to priv 
ilege, ambition, superior and more varied 
food, and better sleeping accommodations 


and the privilege of earning some luxuries 
by hard labor aud skill, e tc , is (1) the bot­ 
tom table, the rigid prison fare, (2) bread 
and water. (3) cross stripes, (4) the incor­ 
rigible ward. 
Unquestionably this d.-ter- 
rent system operates to kei p large numb* rs 
of prisoners “ straight.” 
It has been pro­ 
posed to remove the complaining incor- 
rigibles. who have been the cause of the 
recent flurry* of falsehood, to the State 
Prison at San Quentin. 
It would appear 
that to do so will destroy the deterrent in­ 
fluence of the “ incorrigible ward ” upon 
prisoners 
now 
weil-behaved, and 
do 
much 
to 
break 
up 
the 
discipline 
now 
secured at Folsom. 
For instance, 
the prisoners who have been 
“ opium 
fiends'' are absolutely deprived of the drug 
at Folsom. 
At San Quentin the convicts 
do get opium, despite Directors, Wardens 
and guards. These "fiends” will have a 
strong inclination, should the complaining 
incorrigibles be removed, to so conduct 
themselves as to be landed in the incor­ 
rigible ward, from which they- might be re­ 
moved to San Quentin. So,'too, in other 
cases of desire for change, of trivial com­ 
plaining and of insubordination, the con­ 
victs would soon learn that the officers of 
the Prison at Folsom could not retain them 
if they’ became “ incorrigible,” and they 
would thus become independent, in a sense, 
of the Prison officers, and could defy them 
at w ill. 


T h e Im p ro v e m e n t K ra. 
The Grass Valley Union thus speaks of 
the effort of Sacramento to put itself in 
order, so as not to retard the boom which 
has commenced to arrive in very apprecia­ 
ble proportions : 
The business men of Sacramento are 
having an awakening, and propose to make 
known to the outside world and particu­ 
larly to the home-seeking strangers that 
are comiDg to the State the character of 
the inducement that the Capital city ami 
its 
surrounding 
country has to offer. 
Along with this intention to advertise the 
good points of the city is the determina­ 
tion to effect certain municipal reform and 
improvements, and among the latter will 
be the introduction of pure water in ample 
supply*. The river water now furnished is 
objectionable bécause of the amount of 
sediment it contains, caused by m ining 
and agricultural washings, while the water 
brought from the mountain sources would 
be 
clear 
and 
free of 
impurity. 
An 
abundant supply of good water would 
go 
far toward 
promoting the health­ 
fulness and prosperity of the city, and 
make 
it 
more 
desirable as 
a place 
of 
residence 
than 
it 
now 
is, 
and 
be a further aid to manufacturing and hor­ 
ticultural enterprise. The first outlay for 
such an improvement would be necessarily 
large, but the benefits and profits to follow 
would justify the undertaking, as the city 
is now prosperous and growing, and woulii 
receive new impulse by* means of this im ­ 
provement, 
Another object in contempla­ 
tion is to bring about the subdivision of the 
large land tracts that have 
been held 
m ainly for grazing purposes, and been the 
means of keeping out population. 
The 
breaking up of these into smaller holdings, 
to pass into the possession of many owners 
where there are now but few, will lead to 
industrious cultivation, increased values, 
and undoubtedly more general prosperity. 
The lands of Sacramento county* are good, 
the location of the city is excellent to draw 
trade from an extensive region, and bv a 
proper concentration of effort on the part 
of the capitalists and business meu of the 
city there should be before many months 
an improvement and growth such as the 
southern portion of the State is now ex ­ 
periencing.

C asey D isc h a rg e d —A sy m p a th e tic J u r y 
L e ts a G u ilty Man E scap e. 
Yesterday morning, in Judge Van Fleet’s 
Court, when the case of the People vs. T. 
C. Casey, charged with burglarizing rooms 
in the GolJen Eagle Hotel last September, 
was called, 
District 
Attorney 
Bruner 
arose aud 
made a 
motion 
that 
the 
prisoner be released 
on his own 
rec­ 
ognizance, 
and 
that 
the 
matter 
be 
indefinitely postponed. 
lie did this, he 
said, with much reluctance; the inan was 
guilty as charged, but lie did not desire to 
bring the county to further expense, feel­ 
ing assured that a conviction at this time 
could not be secured. 
On his first trial 
there was a verdict of acquittal, and on the 
second the jury disagreed, seven,he under­ 
stood, being for acquittal aud five for con­ 
viction. 
Chas. T. Jones, who had been employed 
to assist the District Attorney in prosecut­ 
ing the case by the victims of the robbery, 
also addressed the Court. 
H e was very' 
pointed in his remarks, and spoke con­ 
temptuously of the first jury which had 
brought in a verdict of acquittal. 
The sec­ 
ond jury, however, he held to be as fair a 
one as could be hoped to be secured at 
this tim e. There were men on the jury, 
however, that he would not have allowed 
there if he could have prevented it. He be­ 
lieved this was as clearly a proven case of 
robbery as was ever proven in Court, and

As charged. 
The family of the defendant, 
his wife and little ones, undoubtedly en­ 
listed the sympathy of the jurym en. The 
trial of this case demonstrated more plainlv 
than any case that had come under his 
notice, the* defects in the criminal law in 
the matter of taking testimony in other 
States. 
Mr. Jones said he believed, under 
the circumstances surrounding this case, 
notwithstanding everyone knew that the 
defendant was guilty, it would be to the 
financial interest o f the county to grant 
the m otion. 
H e hoped that Casey would 
leave the State. 
He had received letters 
from his clients, who had beeii robbed by 
Casey; they were disgusted with the re- 
snlts ot the trial, they had been to con­ 
siderable expense and" they asked that the 
charges be dismissed.

He complimented the defendant's attorney 
for the able manner in which he had 
fought the case. 
H e then granted the D is­ 
trict Attorney’s motion, and Casey walked 
forth a free man.

The book, which is 
without exception the most successful ef­ 
fort yet made to attract attention to Califor­ 
nia scenery, commences with a ** M ill turn 
in Parvo ” table showing in brief the va­ 
rious stations, together with the mileage 
and altitude between Redding and the 
Klamath river. 
After each station is writ­ 
ten a brief descriptive commentary, which 
cannot fail to he instructive to the traveler. 
A bird’s-eye-view map shows the route 
up the Sacramento eauyou to the State 
line, and following it are felicitous and 
very beautiful descriptions of the gorgeous 
scenery of the region. The illustrations 
are, as was designed, the main feature of 
the book, and show a delicate and artistic 
work rarely seen out of a high-priced mag­ 
azine. 
They are, moreover, delicately col­ 
ored, and exhibit with exactness the most 
picturesque features of the country.

She takes no nourishment all 
this time, but does n ot’ose flesh or strength.

W in e-M ak in g Irnin A pricots 
The Los Angeles Times believes that 
there is an opening for the profitable use 
of our surplus apricots by making them 
into wine. 
It says: 
I he apricot is grown extensively in 
some portions of this State, and m sections 
remote from the railroad. 
The vield is 
often larger than the demand. 
How to 
preserve it so that no portion of the crop 
shall go to waste is often a question with 
the fruit-grower cut off’ from the means of 
rapid trans|Mirtation. 
Some years ago the 
writer was visiting at a pleasant rural 
home in this section of the State where the 
experiment had Wen made of utilizing the 
apricot for the manufacture of wine. 
The 
fruit was taken when fully ripe, the juice 
expressed, and then treated in the same 
manner as juice of the grape in ordinary 
wine-making. 
The result was a clear and 
richly-flavored wine, bright and efferves­ 
cent as the best champague. 
Nothing 
better than this apricot wine, properlv 
made, can !>e put upon the market. 
’ 
The fruit is desirable and wholesome 
and commands a good price. 
It is one of 
the pleasantest fruits that we find upon our 
tables, and it would seem hardly a legiti­ 
mate use to make o f it to convert it into 
wine when the demand for the fruit is 
equal to the supply, but to preserve it 
from waste this might be done, and the re­ 
sult would he as good a wine as can be 
made in California. 
The pure wines of California will make 
fewer drunkards than the vile mixtures 
that are imported for American consump­ 
tion, and as their excellence becomes better 
known they will steadily crowd out these 
foreign importations. 
Among these wines 
the apricot, if manufactured to any extent, 
will have a high claim for favor. It is easv 
to prepare from this the unfermented arti­ 
cle, to which even our best temperance 
friends can have no objection. 
In its un­ 
fermented state tliis wine is a pleasant 
drink, and would have no tendency to 
stimulate an appetite for anything stronger. 
The experiment of manufacturing this 
wine has been tried on a small scale, and 
has proved entirely successful. 


A ll A b o u t T o rn ad o es. 
_ Two opposite and contradictory theo­ 
ries exist respecting the violent commo­ 
tions in the atmosphere which are known 
to u s by the name of tornadoes. 
One of 
these theories—-which corresponds to the 
popular belief tHat waterspouts pump up 
water from the sea—attributes their cause 
to vast currents of heated air rushing up­ 
ward from the ground toward the clouds. 
The other theory assigns the cause of tor­ 
nadoes to aerial whirlpools and eddies, 
which, originating in the upper regions of 
the atmosphere, stretch downward till 
they reach the soil. 
The first theory was 
-up]«ji'ted by Franklin; the second is the 
one which M. Faye maintains, and w hich, 
we may say, lie has fully proved. 
First 
let us take the doctrine o f “ aspiration” by 
tornadoes, or of their sucking or drawing 
upward 
things 
lying 
on the 
ground. 
This theory supposes a lower stratum of 
warm, moist air to be rising in the at­ 
mosphere. 
W hile so mounting it ex­ 
pands, cools 
and 
abandons a part of 
is moisture, which takes the form of a 
cloud. 
It then again becomes warmer, in 
consequence ot the heat disengaged bv the 
condensation of its vapor. 
Being, there­ 
fore, lighter than the surrounding medium 
it w ill continue to mount. 
On reaching a 
higher region where the air is rarer it will 
again dilate and afterward cool, thereby 
giving up another portion of its moisture'; 
and so on, until the process is repeated as 
far as the limits of the atmosphere. 
Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Espv, the inventor of this 
theory, the ascending column of air would 
cause a sucking or draft at its foot, much 
as happens in a chimney at the base of 
which a tire is always burning. 
But here 
we fail to discover any reason either why 
the ascending column of air should move 
onward in one direction or another, or why 
the said column of air should rapidly re­ 
volve or spin from right to left. 
Never­ 
theless, these are two essential character­ 
istics of tornadoes.—AU the Year Iloumt.

S tim u la n ts fo r P la n ts . 
Plants, no matter what they are, after 
they fairly start growing, can he maile to 
“ move o n ” more quickly by the judicious 
use of stimulants. 
Soot is a good and safe 
fertilizer for nearly everything, and scat­ 
tered round the stem of plants, making 
the soil hiack, acts in the first place as a 
slug antidote, and in the next as plant 
food. 
It is, however, not the cleanest of 
articles to use, and advertised manures 
that are sold in small hag- or tins answer 
the same purjiose and are more agreeable. 
The difierent kinds are made of very much 
the same materials differently blended, and 
their action is not the same on al! soils. 
There is nothing much more interesting 
than small trials of fertilizers, and then it 
can be determined which is the best 
adapted for any particular soil, crop or 
garden. 
About two or three ounces to 
each superficial yard is a safe and good 
dressing of prepared manures, including 
guano; hat very active fertilizers, such as 
nitrate of soda and sulphate of ammonia, 
should only be used at about half that 
rate. 
Bone-meal is excellent for vines and 
fruit trees, and three to four ounces may be 
applied to the square yard. 
The same 
quantity of common salt may be given to 
asparagus beds, but to nothing else ; one 
ounce per yard lieing sufficient for scatter­ 
ing on tiie ground between flowers and 
crops generally, and it is good for almost 
everything in light and dry soils, not so 
good on cold heavv lands. 
The majority 
of small gardens are deficient in lime— a 
substance -lugs and grubs do not like, but 
which piants and 
crops do.— Amateur 
Gardena-. 


Lamp burners that have become dim 
and sticky can be renovated by boiling 
them in strong soda water, u-ing a tin 
tomato can for this purpose; then scour 
the burneis with sajsvlio and thev wiU be 
as good as new,

There has been for quite a time past a 
strong contest within the ranks of the 
Congregational churches at the East con­ 
cerning th e “ new theology,” for which the 
professors at Andover, Mass., claim dis­ 
covery and leading advocacy. 
It has been 
variously 
denominated 
as 
“ Andover 
Theology,” “ the Xew Theology,” “ New­ 
est Orthodoxy,” “ Probation after Death” 
and “ Second Probation Theology,” etc. 
Probably no subject upon which no one 
absolutely knows anything, and dare not 
claim that they do, was ever favored and 
opposed with.more sat isfied assurances and 
tenacity than has this been upon both 
sides. 
The following by Rev. Dr. Lyman 
Ablsitt, editor of the Christian Union,gives 
with conciseness the different views held 
upon the point involved and will be of in­ 
terest : 
There are in the Puritan Church three 
schools of theology : 
The Old Orthodoxy, 
the New Orthodoxy, and the Xéwest Or­ 
thodoxy. 
The Obi Orthodoxy holds that 
Ood lias chosen from eternity an elect 
number, including certain elect' infants, to 
he saved, and has provided for their salva­ 
tion; that He has chosen another repro­ 
bate number, perhaps including certain 
reprobate infants, to be eternally lost; that 
the damnation of the reprobate and the 
salvation of the elect are equally for His 
glory; and that the heathen who have 
never heard of the Gospel are among those 
chosen for damnation. 
For it holds that 
no man can be saved without a knowledge 
of C h rist; that the light of nature or of 
conscience is wholly insufficient for salva­ 
tion. 
W e judge from Dr. Patton’s recent 
article in the Comm that this doctrine is 
still held to a greater or less extent in the 
Old School branch of the Presbyterian 
Church. 
But we understand the Congrc- 
galionalist to declare that it is not held 
among the Congregational churches, and 
we certainly do not know of any Congre­ 
gational organ or representative who avows 
to-day belie! in it. 
It was held and pub­ 
licly preached fifty, and perhaps twenty- 
five, years ago. 
It is held, at least it is 
preached, no longer. 
We might almost 
call it a pefunct Orthodoxy. 
The Xew Orthodoxy holds that Christ 
died for all men ; that the provision of sal­ 
vation is adequate for all m en; th at no 
man will be saved except by means of that 
provision which has been made for salva­ 
tion through Jesus C hrist; that a knowl­ 
edge of that salvation is not, however, es­ 
sentia! ; and that whoever in this life sin­ 
cerely repents of his sins and seeks for­ 
giveness and a lietter life, even from an 
unknown t.od, will receive eternal life 
through Christ that will he hereafter re­ 
velled to him. 
The Xewest Orthodoxy agrees with the 
Old Orthodoxy and with the New Ortho­ 
doxy that the human race is a lost race, 
and that it can be saved only through the 
provision made for salvation by Jesus 
Christ, and it agrees with the New Or­ 
thodoxy that this provision is adequate 
for the salvation of ail men ; hut it holds, 
more or less positively, that a knowledge 
of this provision is essential, and therefore 
that a knowledge will be communicated in 
another life to those who have never re­ 
ceived that knowledge in this. 
fins we believe to be a correct and 
colorless defitntien of three schools in the 
churches of the Puritans—the Old Ortho­ 
doxy, the Xew Orthodoxy and the Xewest 
Orthodoxy. 
The present discussion in the 
Congregational churches is between the 
New Orthodoxy and the Newest Ortho­ 
doxy. 
N either the “ Congiegalionalist,” 
nor tlui “ Advance,” nor any other repre­ 
sentative Congregational faith avows a 
belief in the Old Orthodoxy—that i*. a 
limited salvation for an elect few. 
W hat, 
then, is the difference between the New 
Orthodoxy and the Newest Orthodoxy? 
It is this: 
The New Orthodoxy believes that evorv 
man will lie saved who would have be­ 
lieved in Christ if he had known C h rist; 
the Newest Orthodoxy believes that every 
man will he saved who believes in t'hri.-t 
when he knows Christ. The New Ortho­ 
doxy holds th at some heathen will be 
saved by Christ, will know and accept him 
when they are saved ; the Newest Ortho­ 
doxy holds that some heathen will know 
and accept Christ, and will be saved when 
they know and accept him. 
And this is 
all the difference between the New (Ortho­ 
doxy and the Newest Orthodoxy. 
Both 
believe that the heathen are lost and must 
lie saved, if at all, by C hrist; both believe 
that Christ will save some of them ; both 
believe that Christ will be revealed to 
them hereafter though he bn- not been 
revealed h ere; 
both believe 
that the 
heathen so saved will sing the new song, 
“ W orthy is the Lamb that was Slain.” 
But one school believes that the heathen 
will he saved first and know Christ after­ 
ward, and the other school believes that 
the heather, will know Christ first aud be 
saved afterward.

C u ltiv a tin g C olttfe. 
There is needed a rich soil, plenty of 
water aud perfect sh ad e; for the coflee 
plant cannot stand direct sun-rays any 
more than cold. 
Just before the rainy 
season, seeds are planted in peculiar di­ 
agonal lines, so as to give about ninety 
trees to the acre, and given over to a 
farmer’s care for five year-. 
H e at once 
plants banana trees beside them, whi. lt 
answer a double purpose of shading the 
tender growth, and of producing quick re­ 
turns. 
Meanwhile, the slower growing 
bueare, which is permanent, is planted, 
and hv the time the coflee is large enough 
to bear, is ready to shield it for life. 
The 
owner now takes possession of his estate* 
and it begins to yield, continuing for thirty 
years or more, with an average annual pro­ 
duct of ten pounds to a tree. 
About the 
middle of M arch it is in full bloom, hear­ 
ing a pretty, white, daisy-shaped flower, 
with half a dozen lanceolate leaves and a 
delicate vanilla perfume. 
The fruit or 
berry, containing two coffee beans lving 
face to face like chestnuts in a burr, ripens 
early in autumn, when it is picked, lmskexl, 
washed, sorted 
according 
to size and 
quality, and sent off to m arket in sacks of 
from 125 to 130 pounds.—-Dr. IF. F.Hutch­ 
inson, in The American Magazine, 


H o m e-M ad e M usic S ta n d .— A writer 
to the Brooklyn Eagle suggests the follow­ 
ing: 
“A rack for music or pictures can 
be made very ornamental in the following 
manner:

A .prominent fruit-grower recently re­ 
ceived from ("hicago an account of sales of 
dried apricots. They were sold in that 
market for.20 cents a i*>und. 
lie could 
probably have sold many thousand pounds 
more at the same price. When the com­ 
missions and i’rt Iiylit were deducted, it left 
him as a net result about 17 cents a pound 
for his dried apricots. This is about equal 
to oi cents a pound for the green fruit, 
which is about Uli per cent, more than the 
ruling price paid at the canneries last 
year. 
1 his result sustains the opinion ex­ 
pressed in this paper many months ago 
that the true wav to avoid gluts in the 
local market, both here and on the other 
side of the coiuttry, is to dry all the sur­ 
plus fruit. In the instance here quoted 
the fruit-grower had bleached his fruit hv 
a very simple process. 
lie sent it to mar­ 
ket in good order. 
Now, if the fruit­ 
grower can obtain la tter re-ulis by di ving 
Iiis fruit, !*< will finally adopt that'method. 
It involves, extra work and considerable 
care and skid. Rut in the instance cited 
there was this special advantage: The 
apricots were soft—they wonld not hear 
transjiortatioB. lie con Id not have sold 
that fruit at 1¡ t ents a pound.—San .lose 
M r retiro.
